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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Supplemental Declaration filed on May 3, 2004 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is 
sufficient to overcome the Chung reference. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claims 5 and 7-10 (nonelected, without traverse) are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6 (renumbered 1-5) are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

It is well known in the tire industry to include a rubber member adjacent and 
axially outward of a bead core, as shown for example by Drieux (US 5,971 ,047, of 
record), Auxerre (US 6,463,975, of record), Diernaz (US 5,323,830, of record), Inoue 
(JP 2000-118209, of record), and Yasuda (JP 2-293207). Additionally, the carcass plies 
in the above noted tire constructions are commonly wrapped around the respective 
bead cores and said rubber members and either anchored beneath the bead cores or 
extended into the sidewall regions. However, none of the prior art references of record 
disclosed, suggested, or taught the above noted tire construction having a first and 
second carcass reinforcement ply, wherein a turnup portion of a first carcass 
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reinforcement engages the radially outer side of said rubber member and the turnup 
portion of a second carcass reinforcement engages the radially inner side of said rubber 
member. While the inclusion of a second carcass ply in the tire constructions of the 
prior art references of record would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention, it would not have been obvious, nor would one have been 
motivated, to provide the specific ply arrangement of the claimed invention
